The six square miles which currently constitute Yorba- 
ted City were part of the original 


Rancho Santa Mina granted to Jose Antonio Yorba in 1809. 


The name Yorba Linda was derived from the Yorba family 
who colonized the region and ‘‘Linda’’ is the Spanish word 


for ‘‘beautiful.’”’ 


The sector started to emerge from a small corner of a vast 
Spanish ranchero to a developing city when the Janss
